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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

• 1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 82, 83, 95. 103, 104, 112. 113. 116, 117, 129, 132, 135, and 138, 
drawn to a method of setting up radiation treatment for a patient situated 
on a patient support, classified in class 600, subclass 427. 

II. Claims 144-150, drawn to an apparatus for preparing a patient for 
radiation treatment in a radiation device, classified in class 600, subclass 
427. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, tAje product as claimed 
can be used in a materially different process, wherein the wireless marker may be 
positioned outside the body (e.g. on the patient's hand) for tracking movement. This is 
a different method of use than the methods found in invention I. where the marker is 
implanted within the body of the patient.

The species are independent or distinct because they have distinct structural 
elements that would require different searches in the art and the embodiments are non- 
obvious variants of each other.
